CCMS PILOT STUDY ON DRINKING WATER WILL BE HELD AT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS, BRUSSELS, ON APRIL 25-27. THE STUDY, OUT- 
LINED IN DETAIL IN NATO DOCUMENT AC/274-D/29 (REF. B), 
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PROPOSED TO COVER SIX BASIC PROJECT AREAS: (1) ANALYTI- 
CAL CHEMISTRY; (2) ADVANCED TREATHENT TECHNOLOGY; (3) 
MICROBIOLOGICALS; (4) HEALTH EFFECTS; (5) REUSE OP WATER; 

AND (6) GROUND WATER. 

2. AT THE APRIL MEETING, EXPERTS WILL (1) DECIDE ON THE 
SCOPE OF THE WORK PROGRAM; (2) SELECT LEAD NATIONS FOR THE 
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WORK AREAS; (3) DEVELOP DETAILED WORK PROGRAM OUTLINES FOR 
EACH AREA, INCLUDING TIME SCHEDULES; (4) DETERMINE THE 
SPECIFIC INPUTS THAT CAN BE EXPECTED FROM THE COUNTRIES 
PARTICIPATING IN EACH PROJECT AREA; AND (5) AGREE ON THE 
DATE AND PLACE OF THE NEXT EXPERTS' MEETING, TENTATIVELY 
SUGGESTED FOR OCTOBER 1977.
